Definitions 


The data presented in CHARTBOOK includes trade in merchandise only. Trade in services is 
not included, except as noted.’ This publication is prepared from data compiled from official 
statistics of the U.S. Department of Commerce contained in the CENSUS trade database,‘ unless 
otherwise noted. 

Imports are Census-basis* imports for consumption at customs value. Exports are Census- 
basis domestic exports at f.a.s. value. All values are presented in billions of U.S. dollars except as 


' When using these charts and tables, please note that the U.S. Department of Census revealed in early 1995, 
that certain commodities used in auto assembly operations in Mexico and shipped through the Laredo, Texas 
Customs District were omitted from monthly data releases. U.S. exports passing through the Laredo Customs 
District were underreported by $850 million (on a FAS basis, domestic exports) in January-June 1995.

These 
adjusted data are referred to as BOP-basis merchandise trade.

These groupings are based on the Standard 
International Trade Classification (SITC), revision 3. The following are the SITC section categories 
included within each product sector grouping.
